MAKING COUNTY ROADS,

The rond bill which passed the Towa
sonate on Monday, is, a0 far as it goes,
an excellent measure. It does away with
the old and cumbrous system of working
out taxes upon the roads, and permita
ench township to levy n tax for highway
improvements to be paid only in money.
The township will then let a contract fcr
the construction and repair of the road,
and there in reason to beliove thet the
work, in most onses, will be done in a
satisfactory manner. This in, for the
most part, the reform which two state
road conventions, ono held in Towa City
in March, 1883, and one in Des Moinea
in the pressnt year, have recommended.
All details an to tha manner of perform-
ing the work, matters which have been
disoussed a great deal throughout the
ntate, are wisely left to the township of-
ficials, The law, aa it stands, is much
like the Ohio rond law which has given
great satinfaction through yeara of expori-
anco,and the reformseema topromise only
well for Towa. The oldsystem waa about
as bad as could be imagined. A tax,
payable in work on the roads, was levied
in an indiscriminate manner. At the
seasons of the year when the roads need-
ed the least attention, crowds of menand
boys would gather from the farms to
work out their taxes, They were most
often without intelligent supervision, and
in the greater number of cases did more
harm than good. The methods employed
in different localities were entirely dif-
ferent, but the object of the work every-
where was the same. 1t was to pay the
tax in the cheapest and easiest way. The
result has been, in most parts of the
state, roads indescribably bad. During
the spring months, the county highways
are impassable and almost a total em-
bargo is laid upon wrade. Every rain
transforms the roads into quagmires,
through which only the strongest teams
onn pull the heavy wagons. Buasiness
men in the smaller towns in Iowa have
suffered more from the sudden suspension
of all their couniry traffic than
from almost any other cause, and
obviously the lossos to farmers must
have been, at least, equally great. At
the same time, experiment showed that
good roads could be made in Towa, A
portion of the highway in front of the
state agricultural college at Ames was
prepared in an intelligent manner and
made an excellent and durable road.
But it is probably the only piece uf
oounty road in the state which is en-
titled to be called good. The extension
of such highways throughout the state
soems certain to add very materially to
ita prosperity,

It in possible that the Iowa law does
not go far enough and will have to be
made more radical, But, at least,
making it possible for the werk of road
building to be put into the hands of
edmpetent contractors is a great step
forward. Other western states, cursed
with wretoched country roads, as Iowa
has been, would do well to follow its ex-
smple.

CLEMENCY 10 CRIMINALS,

The prevalence of crime sll over our
country, and the escape from proper pun-
ishment of those who commit it, is what
aroused popular vengeance in Cincinnati.
It was not merely the solitary case of the
beardleas boy who failed to be convicted
of a capital offense that produced the up-
heaval in that city of the spirit of mur-
derous revenge. It was other cases just
like it which are constantly occurring
there, in 1llinois, and all over the coun-
try, that drove the people to madness.
Government by the mob is at the bottom
of it all; want of respect for respectabili-
ty, contempt for law and for muthority in
religious as well as in civil affairs, are the
rooted evils which produced the appall-
ing riot and ruin in the great state and
oity on the Ohio.—Omaha Herald

We are glad to observethat the Herald
is at last beginning to see the evil effects
of lentency to convicted criminals, espe-
cially murderers., The Ierald ssys it
waas other cases, just like the Berner case
in Cincinnati, which are constantly ocour-
ring all over the country that drove the
people to madness. This is very true,
““All over the ocountry” of course
includes Nobrmska. The  IHerald
has always been an  advooate
of clemency to criminals, and has always
fought against oapital punishment, Its
appeals in behalf of the murderers in Ne.
braska have no doubt had their sffeot,
for men who have been sentenced to
death are now enjoying life in the peni.
tentiary.

Within the past year two cold-blooded
murderers, Polin and Hart, were oon-
vioted of murder in the firat degres and
were sontonced to death, Through the
efforts of their friends, and the kind as-
sistance of the jurors and the courts that
convioted them, the gevernor commuted
the death sentence to life imprisonment.
The governor, instead of performing his
duty, acted in sympathy with a false sen-
timent which has been created by just
such tender hearted papers as the Omaha
Herald.

If capital punishment were inflicted
every time it was merited there would
be less wanton destruction of human life,
and there would bs no necessity of lynch-

ing,

Mn. Kassox, of Towa, bas introduced
a bill to repeal the internal revenue
duties upon tobaeco and the distillation
of peaches and apples. If congross is
hall as wise as an ordinary congress
should bo it will seat itself upon this
proposition with great force. In the
first place, there is no demand whatever
for the reduction of the tobacco tax. No
tax in our entire revenue systom is so
entirely unobjectionable, It is lald
upon the most unnecessary luxury in
common use, Its fitness and justice are
o generally recognixed even by those
who pay it most often that there is no
complaint whatever against it. It pro.
vides a corlain and large revenue without
& groat expense to the government, and

-
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laction, Certainly, as long as there are
heavior taxes upon articles of common
and necessary use the duty apon tobaceo
shonld be left untouched. The ITown
congressman's second proposition about
the apple and peach distillation is of a
kind to make one emile. If it should be
adopted, ke would be a stupid distiller
who would not be bright enough to lnbel
his corn juice as the product of apple or
poach distillation, Where would the
whisky revenue be then! The manufao-
ture of rye and bourbon whinkiea would
ostensibly cease, and we should soe a
distillery on every farm.

WARON BOGUS BUTTER,

The New York logislature is avidently
determined to put an end to the
manufacture and sale of oleomargarine,
suine, butterine, and other fraudulent
substitutes for farm and dairy products,
A new bill has been introduced with thia
object in view, and it is proposed to ap-
propriste §300,000 to earry the bill into
offect. The principal fraud is in the
manufacture of substitutes for butter and
solling the same uader the name of
butter. It is asserted by the investigat-
ing committee that the imitation of butter
in frequontly so perfect that it can only
bo detected by chemical analyais, and
that makers of bogus butter do not prop-
erly label their products, as is required
by law. It is stated that not less than
40,000,000 pounds of this stuff is con-
sumed annually in New York state alone,
and that in addition to the
extent to which the consumers
are defrauded, the loss to the state
is from five to ten million dollars
a year in breaking down the export but-
ter trade. The fight on bogus butter is
being carried on by the New York State
Dairymen's ABsociation, which intends,
under the proposed new law, to entirely
stop ita manufacture. Whether such a
law oan be enforced isa question, for if
the manufacturers honestly label their
products and sell them for just what they
are,; no law can well prevent them.
Oleomargarine and butterine are not any
more deleterinus to the health of consum-
ers than the lard and tallow from which
they are made. If people want such sub-
stitutes for butter and buy them know-
ing them to be such, no law, which pro-
hibita the salo and purchase under such
clroumstance, can be oconstitutional.
There are already laws enough for the
punishment of frauds in food adultera-
tion, and all that is necessary is their en-
forcement. The manufacture of oleomar-
garine and salling it under the name of
butter is simply obtaining money un-
der false pretenses and is a punishable
offense.

Tue whisky distillers are not entirely
disheartened by the defeat of the bonded
extension bill. They still have hope of
seouring some kind of legislation that
will accomplish their ends. A bill was
introduced in the first part of the seesion
which provides for the consolidation of
certain revenue collection districts and
contains other apparently innocent pro-
visions, but really covers & permission to
store whisky for a longer period under
certain conditions, It is believed by
some of the distillers that it is possible
for thia bill to pass. Many, however,
conclude that the temper of the present
congress is altogether unfavorable to
them, and will seek relief only by
export. They will ship their pro-
duots to points in Germany at oost
for freight and  handling equal
to about 8 per cent. of the tax they
would otherwise have to pay. It may
svem strango that they should be willing
to endure so heavy an expense, since the
tax must eventually be paid in any
event. But the object of the distillerais
to avoid throwing an immense quantity
of their product on the market at one
time through the expiration of the
bonded period, By exporting a large
amount until the present surplus shall
have bean reduced, they will, they think,
accomplish this purpose, But it is per-
fectly ovident that as long as they con-
tinue, as at present, to manufacture more
whishy than can be consumed, neither
exportation nor any other expedient will
be of much avail. The distillers seem to
have mismanaged their business Over-
production in their trade is aa great as in
the iron industry. Instesd of govern-
ment interference, the distillers really
want deoreased production, and they can
bring that about themselves without lob-
bying or special legislation of any sort,

Tur prohibitionista of Maine scem to
be even more impracticable than prohi-
bitionists elsewhere. For years thoy have
lived under a law which has always been
rogarded as the utmost limit of restrictive
logislation. It has been enforced jn the

smaller towns and is almost s dead lettor | ©}

in the cities. In order to extend prohi-
bition to those places which the law doea
not cover, these good people are trying

to force upon the constitution an iron|o3l

clad prohibition amendment. This inter.
esting measure has already been passed
through one legialature, aud at the next
eleotion will be submitted to the people,
The idea that a mere declarstion in the
constitution will enforce prohibition where
law has failed seems very absurd, but
Maine is not the only place where
it has been, or where it will bo en-
tertained. It is » common feeling
in the minds of wany peopls
that in nome mysterious manner s conati-
tutional amendment is going to put itself
into effect without any more sdo. Asa
matter of fact, such an amendment in
Maine will be absolutely worthless unless
the logislature shall make special provi.
sious for its enforcement. But the legis.
lature could pass laws for more stringent
prohibition at each session without any
awendment, Moreover, the amendment
would have the effect of annuling all pre-
vious legislation on the subject, so that
entirely new penaltios would have to bo

devined to support it,
of the stale is urging these objections
upon the voters, but apparently without
much effect aa yet.

OUR MUDDY WATER SUPPLY.

The contract between the waterworks
company and the city of Omaha is that
they are to furnish us clear and whole-
some water for genoral use. For more
than two months, and in fact nearly all
winter, the people of Omaha have been
rogaled with Missouri river slops. In-
stead of pure filtered water supplied
from the reservoir by gravitation, we have
had mud-swill pumped from the flats by
direct pressure, The city waterworka
company should be made to understand
that they must live up to their contract
obligations, Our people havecertainly been
tolerant enough in dealing with this cor-
poration. Thoy have submitted patient-
ly to all sorts of inconvenience by reason
of delay in the construction of the works,
and the replacing of poor machinery
bought by the company with a view to
economy. They have not murmured at
the enormous increase in water-tax
by remson of the extravagant
increase in the number of fire hydrants,
They will no longer submit without pro-

supply. Missouri river slush may be a
very wholesome beverage for some
people, but it is certainly oauseating to
have such atuff served at the table,
Peoople in Omahs may use it be-
causo they cannot help themselves, but
the hundreds and thousands of strangers

who stop at our hotels will
go away with a very poor im-
preasion of our water supply.

We voice the sentimenis of the great
mass of our citizons when we say that
forbearance has ceasod to be a virtue,
Dirset pressure and pumping from the
sottling basina may be very economic so
far as the waterworks company are con-
cerned, but the citizens of Omaha have a
right to demand that the water supply
shall come from the upper reservoir, by
gravitation after it is filtered and puri-
fied. We have had clean water whenever
an effort has been made to furnish it,
and there is no reason why we should
not have it all the time.
